NEW YORK—By 1970 
there will be at least 19 
nuclear power plants in the 
world, capable of making 
900 bombs, each as strong 
as the bombs dropped on 
Japan in 1945, said Prime 
Minister Pearson Wednes¬ 
day. 

"There are now five nuclear 
powers, as such, that have the 
power to destroy or make our 
planet pretty uncomfortable/' 
Mr. Pearson said. 

“I am told by experts that by 
1970, there will be at least 19 
nuclear power plants operating 
In a food many countries and 
their residue could be used for 
the manufacture of 900 bombs, 
each as powerful as the bomb 
that destroyed Hiroshima. 
MORE POWERS 

"This does not even include 
the present five nuclear powers. 
The proliferation of nuclear 
power for energy cannot be 
stopped. And we cannot solve 
the problem of proliferation of 
the bomb until we solve the 
problem of control of the wea¬ 
pon that ia In the hands of foe 
big powers.” 

He vMted Rm United Nations 
briefly with Secretary General 
Thant and chatted informally 
wife newsmen afterward. Asked 
Ms opinion of China's third 
n u c l ear explosion, he aaM: 
MTDEOOEN bombs 

"The Chinese are getting oioee 
to tile hydrogen bomb and—as 
they would put It—they are get¬ 
ting eloae to emancipation from 
nuclear blackmail. That is not 
the way I would put it"

Japan Reports 
Fallout Boost 


TOKYO ((JP1) —Japan reported Wednesday 
an enormous increase in radioactive fallout from 
China's fattest atomic blast. Emergency measures 
to safeguard human life were ordered. 

CUaa'a latest atomic device, exploded in the 
air over the western reaches of the mainland on 
Monday, was significantly stronger than Its two 
previous testa, scientists said. Fallout was far 
greater, they added. 

A jet stream at 29,000 feet was sweeping 
radioactive particles at 100 miles an hour over 
Jkpaa, according to Professor Takao KOsaka of 
Nigata University. He said they had from 100 to 
’200 times more radioactive content than radiation 
from the Chinese tests of Oct. 16, 1964, and Mav 
14, 1966.

r pHE new roule to Alaska and northern B.C. which 
1 is to be opened on May 20, promises to be the 
major tourist attraction of the province this summer. 

One reason, of course, is that it opens a brand 
new vista through parts of the province that very few 
people have travelled.

The ship will leave Prince Rupert on May 21 and 
every second day thereafter at 1:30 arriving at Kelsey 
Bay the next morning also at 9:30.

One doubts any car driver has ever thought of 
Ihose who make the vehicles he drives In this deroga¬ 
tory manner; if he did it would not make sense that 
he should ever buy a car made by a “skunk." 

Nor is it realistic to state as Mr. Gaglardi does 
that if cars were built to travel at only 10 miles an 
hour motorists would still find ways to kill themselves. 
So perhaps they would but in numbers infinitesimal 
compared to accidents happening when the speed is 
50, 60 or 70 miles per hour. It h here that the safety 
feature of cars enters the picture. 

Like all mechanical products a motor vehicle of 
itself can slip a coj^. A wheel can come off unex¬ 
pectedly, a brake can refuse to function, or the 
steering mechanism fail to respond in its usual 
manner. Nor are these mishaps necessarily because 
the car owner has not kept his car in good running 
otder. 

Just recently major automobile manufacturers 
across the line have withdrawn large numbers of cars 
for re-check and testing as to safety factors of their 
products, which suggests they too feel impelled to 
question the car itadf ax a cause of highway accident^. 

Car manufacturers cannot. be i indicted as care¬ 
lessly turning out vehicles without concern as to their 
road worthiness; they have a reputation to keep up 
and if their products were definitely unsafe the sales

This, he says, could have given the pilot the Impression 
that he was higher than he actually was. He also draw* 
attention to the failure of the co-pilot to report the altimeter 
reading to Ndola control ower; instead he just said he waa 
''descending." . _ 

When the DC-6B flew into the ground nine miles west 
of the airport, the pilot, according to Capt. Bengs, had no 
idea that he was a tew feet from death and taking 15 others 
with him. He waa, on the contrary, making a slow left-hand 
turn in order to approach the runway.

If Capt. Bengs Is correct, It rules out any possibility that 
Hammarskjold’s aircraft was shot at or sabotaged. In thla 
he now has the support of a majority of aviation experts.

Europe's Second 
World War allies could not 
forgive his support of Hitler. 

Today them are signs of a 
reappraisal. Could Spain help to 
plug the gaping hole that will be 
left In the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization by French with¬ 
drawal? The feeling Is growing 
that it is time to forgive and 
forget, and substitute Franco 
for France. 


Not that It would solve aO the | 
problems of reorganization. Fori 
one thing, military strategists 
hold that NATO could not wage; 
an effective, sustained military 
defence of Western Europe 
without the use of French 
territory. 

However, It to held that Spain 
could at least offer the alliance 
facuities comparable with some 
that France is withdrawing. 

The Pact of Madrid allows fie 
United States the use of four 
bases — three air and one naval 
— and certain other facilities in 
exchange for economic assist¬ 
ance and loans 


Since Spain Is not a NATO 
member only those farces under 
U S. national command operate 
on her soil. There Is little dtnibi 
however, that in the event of a 
hot War, U.S. base* in Spain 
would become NATO bases tnd 
mare bases would be made 
available. 

In the past Spain has made no 
secret of her desire to be a full 
NATO partner. Ironically, now 
that there is a chance of NATO 
inviting her to join it Is no 
longer certain she would accept 

Spanish thinking has been 
changed somewhat. It is be¬ 
lieved, by French President 
Charles de Gaulle's coolness to 
the Atlantic link. 

* * * 

Spain has been trying to 
strengthen economic ties with 
Franca in the hope eventually of 
winning European Common 
Market privileges for the sale of 
her farm products. The Com¬ 
mon Market Is another organiz¬ 
ation die has been kept out of 
because of her pro-Nazi past. 

De Gaulle Is tt)e one who 
roukl open the Common Market 
door, and Spain waits on his 
favor. 

Spain would hesitate, there¬ 
fore, before upsetting de Gaulle. 
She may continue to profit from 
her military relationship wllli 
the United States, but draw 
back from exclusive commit¬ 
ment to the Atlantic commun¬ 
ity, since it conflicts with De 
Gaulle's "European** position.

Spanish army officer* are less 
subject to such complexes. They 
see the NATO split as a means 
of raising Spain's rating among 
the Western allies, especially in 
Washington. 

While they welcomed the 
Madrid Pact because of the 
modern equipment and tech¬ 
niques it brought them, they 
could not help feeling it put 
them on a lower level than thai 
of a fun ally. 

Today, In the massive re¬ 
organization necessitated by the 
French pullout, they believe 
Washington may be prepared to 
press for Spain's admittance on 
equal terms with the oQfar*.

Some officers suggest that the 
problem of Spain's claim to 
Gibraltar could be resolved by 
making the "Rock" an Anglo- 
Spameh NATO base.

Disenchantment Long Past for Teacher

At age 17, Harry Drum¬ 
mond Dee graduated from 
high school and vowed he’d 
never step inside a school 
again. 

This spring he retires from 
the Greater Victoria school 
system after 40 years as a 
teacher and educator. 

In the intervening years he 
hat been a teacher and 
principal at Victoria High— 
the school he left so dis¬ 
gruntled—and latterly director 
of secondary instruction. 

Two things shaped his ttfe 
after he first left school. Ths 
first was working In a battery 


■bop (or 15 cents an hour. 

"I decided it wasn’t tor 
me,” be says today. 

He deckled he wanted to 
become an electrical engineer, 
so he became a teacher to 
save money for university. 

Harry Dee’s aecond revela¬ 
tion came in a small school at 
the northern B.C. community 
of Mapes. 

"That little class of 14 kids 
gave me the feeling that ■ I 
was a success as a teacher. It 
was a big surprise to me.” 

Born in Victoria, Harry Dee 
played among the foundations 
of Victoria High School as it 


was under construction. He 
first attended Boys' Central 
School, which stood on the 
present grounds of Central 
Junior High. 

Then came Vic High and 
two y ears in the battery shop 
of Jameson, Rolfe and Willis, 
the path to a teacher's ticket 
led through Victoria's Normal 
School, so In 1921 Mr. Dee 
.jtoent back to the books. 

Classmates included W i 1- 
liam Plenderleith, now super¬ 
intendent of school adminis¬ 
tration for the province, Rud- 
yard Kipling, retiring princi¬ 
pal of Oak Bay Junior High, 
and Fred McLelian, now 


superintendent ot Saanich 

school district. 

In his year teaching at 
Mapes. Mr. Dee saved $800 of 
his $1,140 salary. He went 
through Victoria College and 
UBC, and In 1927 jumped at 
the chance to teach at Vic 
High for $1,840 a year. 

* * * 

He became acting vke- 
princlpal in 1940 and principal 
In 1955. Seven years ago ht 
moved into the school district 
headquarters at Craigdarrock 
Castle as secondary instruc¬ 
tion director, a job created by 
expansion of the school sys¬ 
tem. 


And on Wednesday night his 
resignation was delivered to 
the school board. Trustees 
tabled it until their next 
meeting Monday. 

Mr. Dee, now 64 and 
retiring a year early, said 
Wednesday night that he 
wants to relax and enjoy 
himself. He and his wife 
Alexa, whom he met at a 
Sunday school picnic, will sell 
their comfortable waterfront 
home at 2871 Sea View Road, 
Cadboro Bay, and move to a 
new cottage out at Deep Cove. 

After observing the educa¬ 
tional scene for 40 years, Mr. 
Dee is enthusiastic about 


B.C.’a new curriculum, and 
respectful of today's high 
school student. 

“I’m quite sure the kids will 
come out of this system with 
a better education than we 
got,” he said Wednesday. 

"In Grade 10 they will be 
taking mathematics that we 
used to get in Grade 12.

"In math they're learning to 
understand what we as kids 
learned by rote. 

"And I think the studenf 
works harder nowadays than 
we ever did. For the conscien¬ 
tious youngster, the going is 
far rougher than it ever was.”

IT BEATS ME

CHAMPIONS 




There's no better frord to describe the Victoria Maple 
Leafs, and It doesn't just fit because they brought the Lester 
Patrick Cup to Victoria yesterday. They didn't need It as 
proof. 

Never had I quite believed that anything would ever quite 
match the year of Roger Leger in Victoria hockey. It happened 
15 years ago but the excitement never wore off. Victorians 
literally embraced Leger and his "kid line” and it Isn't 
stretching anything to say that the memory of that season 
made It exceedingly difficult for the clubt that followed. 

None of them quite succeeded in capturing the imagination 
of Victoria fans the way "Big Rog" and his 1951 champion* 
did—none of them, that is. until the Maple Leafs made It 
all the way In Portland Tuesday night That they did Is a bigger 
story than a second Western Hockey League championship. 
Hockey here now has an immediate past and because of it, 
it could have a future. The most satisfying moment of the 
season came yesterday with that tremendous welcome the 
Leafs got at Memorial Arena. It left us with a good feeling to 
see us all excited again. 

It's easy as the years go by and take their toll to perhaps 
get a bit blkse about the teams that come and go. Winning 
always brings Sts pleasure but some of the fun of winning was 
lost because when there was losing it no longer seemed a life 
and death matter. To really enjoy winning one has to suffer 
when losing. But a group of veteran* who just refused to stay 
down brought at least mental rejuvenation. You had to live 
and die with this team. 

* * * 

The Leafs puzzled, they frustrated and, sometimes, they 
even irritated. They could go from ineptness to brilliance, or 
vice versa, at the drop of a puck. You could never be certain 
which to expect, or when It would come. They would beat 
themselves, then turn around and grab back what they had 
given away. Or, on occasion, they would take it away first 
and give it back later. But the one thing they never were was 
boring and the one thing they always had when It mattered 
was a rather amazing ability to meet a challenge head on. 

This, to me, was the absolute feature of the season When 
the Leafs wanted, or needed, a game they ju*t went out and 
woo it. 

The pattern was there throughout the aeaaon. They were 
at their best when it was a question of defending league status 
against the American Hockey League or when their natural 
rivals, Vancouver Canucks, or the club they dislike the most, 
Portland Buckarooa. came to time.

It returned after that hectic overtime win and 
stayed right until Monday night, when the Leafs were forced 
into a seventh game after taking a 2-0 lead Into the last 14 
minutes. 

It didn't exactly leave altogether but one had to wonder 
if a team could climb back after that one and to fear that 
perhaps the Leafs had put It up to themselves just once too 
often. 

Not many teams could have come back after that Monday 
defeat hut the ta»f* did it die way they have done it all 
seaeaa—by coming up with what it takes when the challenge 
is the greatest. It proved them champions in the truest sense 
of the word, and they are champions because they became a 
team, in the complete sense, when a team effort was needed. 
When It really counted, the Leafs always had someone coming 
up with something extra to make the difference. 


There has to be immense satisfaction fur everyone con¬ 
cerned in the knowledge of a job well done but victory has to 
mean more to some than to others. 

It has to mean something extra special to John Henderson, 
the elongated goalkeeper who moved into a pressure situation 
mainly because tiiere was no one else available when A1 Millar 
and the Leafs came to a parting of the ways. 

Rusty and uncertain, Henderson must have felt that many 
believed that he dktii’t at first look like the answer. And his 
old teammates at San Francisco didn't exactly help matters 
by trying to put him on the spot. Well, Long John got better 
and better as the need for it became stronger and he was a 
thoroughly-vindicated veteran at the finish. 

And then there is roach Frank Mario, a bit on the spot 
after the Millar hassle. Having Henderson star in the fpial 
and came up big in the deciding game added considerable to 
the considerable feat of winning a championship in his first 
season as a professional coach. 

There must also have been something special for I,arry 
Keenan and Mike Labadie, who clicked when they were needed 
the most.

You did the impossible often 
and you must have known the last hurdle was cleared when 
you. got back to Memorial Ar^na yesterday. That was one 
scene I had begun to think was impossible.

SECTION 128 (6) (d)—Red at Intersection 

When a red light alone is exhibited at an inter¬ 
section by a traffic-control signal, 

(d) except when a left turn as in this clause 
permitted is prohibited by a sign at the intersection, 
the driver of a vehicle which Is facing the red light 
at the intersection of not more than two highways 
and which, in obedience to such light, is stopped 
as closely as practicable to a marked crosswalk 
on the near side of the intersection, or if there is 
no such marked crosswalk, then as closely as prac¬ 
ticable to the intersection, may cause the vehicle 
to make a left turn into a highway on which traffic 
is restricted to the direction in which he causes 
the vehicle to turn; provided that the driver shall 
yield the right-of-way to all pedestrians and other 
vehicles lawfully proceeding as directed by the 
signal at the intersection. 

Comment: 

Sub-section (d) deals with making a left hand 
turn against a red light into a one-way street 
When facing a red light a driver having come to 
a full stop before entering a crosswalk, may make 
a left turn into a one way street provided he yields 
the right-of-way to pedestrians and other traffic 
already in the intersection.

SAULT STE. MARIE, Ont. 
(CP)—Acute carbon monoxide 
poisoning caused the death of 
Marjorie Barber. 54, Dr. 
Ramond E. Bonin, Sault Ste. 
Marie pathologist. teatifled Wed¬ 
nesday at die capital murder 
trial of the woman'* husband. 

The husband, Dalton Barber, 
55-year-old staff assistant to the 
vice-president, operations, erf AI- 
goma Steel Corp., was charged 
Feb. 12 after hh wife waa found 
dead Dec. 3 in their home here. 
A grand jury Indicted him last 
week. 

Dr. Bonin performed the au¬ 
topsy on the body. He estimated 
death occurred about TV4 hours 


I previous to his autopsy per¬ 
formed at 10 a.m. Dec. 3. 

Dr. Bonin said the only signs 
of external injury were two 
small abrasions on the right 
thumb and one on the right 
wrist. A blue area resembling 
the early stages orf a bruise waa 
noted above the right elbow and 
there were some superficial 
laceration* on the tip of the 
tongbe. 

A bedroom locked "for senti¬ 
mental reasons” and a detec¬ 
tive's altered notetxx* have 
played major roles so far In the 
trial.

The type of hedge you should plant 
will depend on the size and nature of 
your tot.

You must 
be ruthless with these subjects, cutting 
them down to their stocking tops every 
spring and relying on ths new yowig 
growth, which comes along Just as 
surely as slugs after lettuce. 


There is a lot fo be said in favor 
of Privet, even though it has become 
the custom to look upon the plant as 
"common." It Is certainly cheap 
enough, running around 25 cents a plant 
for the ordinary English Privet, al¬ 
though I think it pays to put cut just 
a little extra money and buy the ever¬ 
green IboUum variety. Or if you want 
to go for broke and have a really 
distinctive hedge, plant Golden Privet 
at 75c to J1.50 per plant. 

Canadian Hemlock makes a good 
and fairly fast-growing hedge of almost 
any height you Hke. The price is a bit 
high—arewnd 13.50 each—but you don’t 
need so many of them, as the usual 
spacing is 34 inches apart. Eacallwia 


UnfnrtdhaWly, these qualities are con¬ 
tradictory. It is true that fast-growing 
kinds cf hedge plants are the cheapest 
to buy. for the nurseryman can raise 
them quickly and at little expense. 

The fact remains, though tost the 
faster a hedge grows, the more fre¬ 
quently it will need trimming. It can- 
no* be expected to stop growing when 
ft resches the desired height, and to 
plant one of these Jaek-and-toe-bean- 
stalk hedges is to cut a stick far your 
own back, for ft isn't any fun to clip 
and trim a long hedge two or three 
timet a year.

Pearson Fears Harvest 


Japan Reportt 
Fallout Boost 


TOKYO (UPI)—Japan reported Wednesday 
an enormous increase in radioactive fallout from 
China’s latest atomic blast. Emergency measures 
to safeguard human Me were ordered. 

China's latest atomic device, exploded in the 
air over the western reaches of the mainland on 
Monday, was significantly stronger than its two 
previous tests, scientists said. Fallout was far 
greater, they added. 

A jet stream at 39,000 feet was sweeping 
radioactive particles at 100 miles an hour over 
Japan, according to Professor Takao Kosaka of 
Kigata University. He said they had from 100 to 
200 times more radioactive content than radiation 
from the Chinese testa of Oct. 16, 1964 and Mav 
14, 1965. 


“There are now five nuclear 
powers, as such, that have the 
power to destroy or make our. 
planet pretty uncomfortable,'* 
Mr. Pearson said. 

“I am told by experts that by 
1970, there will be at least 19 
nuclear power plants operating 
in a good many countries and 
their residue could be used for 
the manufacture ot 900 bomb*, 
each as powerful as the bomb 
that destroyed Hiroshima. 
MOKE POWERS 
"This does not even include 
the present five nuclear powers. 
The proliferation of nuclear 
power for energy cannot be 
stopped. And we cannot solve 
the problem of proliferation of 
the bomb until we solve the 
problem af control of the wea¬ 
pon that is in the hands of the 
Wg powers ’' 

He visited the United Nations 
hrtrfly »dth Secretary Gaos rat 
Thant and chatted informally 
with newsmen afterward. Asked 
jhifl opinion of China's third 
nuclear explosion, he said: 
■TDBOGEN BOMBS 
"The Chinese are «et*ng etos» 
to the hydrogen batnb and—as 
they wouid put it—they are get- 
tang clone to emancipation from 
nuclear blackmail. That is not 
the army I would put R." 

He said the new Mast Mon¬ 
day made it all the more im¬ 
portant that China be brought 
into the Geneva disarmament 
talks.

He said he discussed Viet 
Nam with Thant, but when 
asked whether he thought the 
war there was “escalating or 
de-escalating,” he said:

NEW YORK —By 1970 
there will be at least 19 
nuclear power plants in the 
world, capable of making 
900 bombs, each as strong 
as the bombs dropped on 
Japan in 1945, said Prime 
Minister Pearson Wednes¬ 
day. 

“There are now five nuclear 
powers, as such, that have the 
power to destroy or make our 
planet pretty uncomfortable,'' 

Mr. Pearson aaid. 

*'I am told by experts that by 
1970, there will ba at least It 
nuclear power plants operating 
in a good many countries and 
their residue could be used for 
the manufacture of 900 bombs, 
each aa powerful as the bomb 
that destroyed Hiroshima. 

MORE POWERS 
'This does not even include 
the present five nuclear powers. 

The proliferation of nuclear 
power for energy cannot be 
stopped. And we cannot solve 
the problem of proliferation of 
the bomb until we solve the 
Iwabiaas g|( wM of the wea¬ 
pon that k In (ha hands of the 
big powers." 

He visited the United Nations 

briefly with Secretary General 
Thant and chatted informally 
with newsmen altarward. Asked 
his opinion of China’s third 
nuclear explosion, he said:

Fallout Boost 


TOKYO (UPI) — Japan reported Wednesday 
an enormous increase in radioactive fallout front 
China's latest atomic blast. Emergency measure* 
to safeguard human life were ordered. 

China's latest atomic device, exploded in the 
air over the western reaches of the mainland on 
Monday, was significantly stronger than fa two 
previous tests, scientists said. Fallout was far 
greater, they added. 

A Jet stream at 28,000 feet was sweeping 
radioactive particles at 100 mike an hoar over 
Japan, according to Professor Takao KOsaka of 
Nigata University. He said they had from 100 to 
200 times more radioactive content than radiation 
from the Chinese tests of Oet. 16, 1964, and Mav 
14, 1966.
